Tux order of the Police Board requiring pri- 
vate watchmen to wear a uniform is sufficiently 
explained by Police Commissioner GAIENNIB, 
in an interview in a morning paper, in which 
he says: 

We recognize throughout that we do not pay 
these private watchmen any salary. But as we 
have conferred considerabie power on them we pro- 
pose to regulate them to the extent of seeing that 
that power is properly exercised. We give them a 
heense, a star, the right to carry weapons and to 
make arrests; We order them to wear uniforms be- 
cause we consider that it adds to their efficienoy. 
They are sworn to assist a regular officer and their 
uniform will at once show that they are entitled to 
furnish such assistance. The uniform will also 
show at a glance that they have the right to exer- 
cise most of the functions of a regular officer. 

That is all that needs to besaid. The Board 
possesses the undoubted right to declare that 
men who are clothed with police authority 
shall also be clothed with police coats and caps. 
The Commissioners have issued their orders. 
They could not recede without making them- 
selves ridiculous, and all the trouble that has 
been designedly worked up over the order is 
mere spitting against the east wind. The at- 
tempt to foment a spirit of insubordination 
among men who have no authority except 
what they derive from the Police Board might 
as well be abandoned.

Tea Transportation. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The new management of the Nerthern Pacific is 
evidently disposed to force the Pacific Mail and 
Central Pacific to give it a share of the business of 
tea transportation. Atthe present time all teas 
from China and Japan which do not go around the 
capes come to San Franvisco and are carried over 
the Central and Union Pacific lines or the Southern 
Pacific, the freight from Yokohama to New York 
being 244 cents a pound. while the rate from Yoko- 
hama to San Francisco fs 2 cents a pound, and 
from San Francisco to New York 8 cents a pound. 
The Northern Pacific has now put ona line which 
consists of several clipper sailing ships and one 
steamer—the Isabel—which is to carry tea from 
Yokohama to Tacoma, and thence by rail to Chica- 
to and New York, at rates which are calculated to 
command the business. In reply to this challenge 
the Pacific Mail and Oriental and Occidental steam- 
ers have just issued a circular offering lower rates 
to large shippers. But it is obvious that the war 
will be of short duration, and will end in the organ- 
jzation of a new pool, in which the tea traffic will 
be divided between the Northern Pacific, the Cen- 
tral Pacific, the Southern Pacificand the Atlantic 
and Pacific, 

There was at one time a prospect that Ban Fran- 
cisco would become a leading distributing point for 
tea. That prospect vanished when the Central Pa- 
cific, with its Eastern railway allies, and its steam- 
ship connections on the Pacific, made u rate of 2% 
cents from Yokohama to New York, while the rate 
to San Francisco was 2 cents, and from here to New 
York Scents. That barely left us the country west 
of the Rocky Mountains, and cut off our merchants 
even from the trade of Denver and Kansas City. 
It must be presumed it was all right; the railway 
companies saw their own interest im helping to 
build up New York instead of San Francisco, 
and they did so,as they probably hada right to 
do. 

But what a farce it seems, in view of the past, to 
set up au outcry every time we try to make the 
railways pay their taxes, that they are California 
institutions, our children,“ and that we ought to 
protect them, instead of worrying them about such 
triſles as taxes. A New Yorker practically gets his 
tea carried to New York from San Franciseo for 
half a cent a pound. A Sau Franeisco merchant 
has to pay 8 cents forthe same service. The tea 
goes over roads built largely with money contribut- 
ed by California and by the people of the United 
States at large. A grocer in Cincinnati, or St. Louis, 
or Omaha, or Atchison, or Kansas City, or Louis— 
ville, can import from New York teas which have 
gone through San Francisco for 2 cents lesa 
pound than he could import the same teas from 
this city. Oall you this backing your friends? If 
this is the way our “children” treat us could 
we expect from strangers?

How Collector Whitney Answers Some 
Charges Against His Management. 
Collector Whitney's explanation of the way some 
of his employes went to Cincinhati last October 
has provoked considerable comment, and a party 
who signs himself “One who has been an Employes 
under Whitney,” in an open letter to the Post-Dis- 
raren, makes afew charges against him which 
look peculiar.
